The hearing occupied all day Sat- 
urday and for both sessions of the 
‘ourt the little courtroom  -was 
rowded to the doors and the over- 
ow reached far:down the stairs and 
orridors. Sergeant J. T. Holmes, of 
_1¢ Alberta Previncial Police, con- 
ueted the case for the crown, while 
erald O’Conner, of Edmonton, and J. 
oyden McClure, of Red Deer, were 
he defending lawyers. 

» An unusual slant was given to the 
' proceedings by the fact that the ma- 

gistrate ruled out any consideration 

of the confession alleged to have been 
made by Mowbray during his impris- 
onment. In his testimony, Sergeant 

Holmes told of Mowbray’s sending 
“for, him for the purpose of ‘‘talking 

things over.’’ The officer was in- 

sistent that he had not offered to 

_ bamgain with the prisoner in connec- 
tion with the desired confession. He 
said, however, that he had told Mow- 
bray that any suggestions should 
come from him.  Orose-questioning 
brought out the fact that the prison- 
er made a confession, asking that the 
charge be made ‘‘assault, with inten- 
tion of grevious bodily harm,”  in- 
stead of ‘‘kidnapping,’’ as» the of- 
fense dealt with in Section 297 (b) is 
generally termed. 

Asked point-blank, Sergeant Holm- 
es stated that after communicating 
with Magistrate Scott and Inspector 
Duncan, of the A.P.P. he had inform- 
ed Mowbray and Butlin later that 
the court would hear a charge of 
assault, P 

His Worship yuled the confession 
be not admitted and went on to a 
study of Butlin’s confession, sayinz 

that his own conversations with 
Mowbray had not led him to think 
that the prisoner would have been 
able to distinguish for himself ‘the 
difference between a minor and a 
major offence. 

Evidence also brought out the fact 
that on the morning of May 24 a man 
was brought handcuffed into Mow- 
bray’s cell and that they had talked 
together on various matters. 

This man Mowbray later recog- 
nized as Constable Staley, an un-un- 
iformed member of the A.P.P. One 
witness stated that Staley had rep- 
resented himwelf as being imprisoned 
on a horse-stealing charge . Sergeant 
Holmes denied having gives any in- 
structions to Staley as to what his 
story should be. 

Mr. MeClure, cross 
Butlin in regard to his 
secured from witness the informa- 
tion that on Saturday morning he 
had been released from his cell under 
guard in order to cut Wowbray’s hair 
and that shortly afterwards Butlin 
suggested to Holmes, on the sugges- 
tion in turn of Mowbray, that the 
charge against him be also changed 
to assault. The sengcant admitted 
under cross-examination that he had 
produced a copy of the Criminal Code 
hand book, open at the section, 80 
the prisoners might read it for 
themselves, 

Butlig’s confession was also thrown 
out, and with the question of the 
confession settled, the court proceed- 
ed with the hearing, which occupied 
what little of the afternoon remained. 

The principal witness at the morn- 
ing session was the complainant, 
Fred Paul Doberstein, Lacombe 
blacksmith, who in his story and the 
ensuing cross-examination, told of 
being called to the telephone at his 
boarding héus at about 9 o’clock on 
the evening of May 21.

Asked by one of his captors about 
a woman at Innisfail he was alleged 
to have wronged, witness said that 
he replied, ‘‘I have done all I can

The same man, said Doberstein, 
told him that if he did not take the 
next train out of that part of the 
country they would kill him.

‘“‘I think it was Mowbray,” 
sponded the witness.

Ferlin 
said that he told him to go to the|’ 
garage to telephone, which complain- 
ant did and soon afterwards Norman 
McLaren came for him with a car. 
Ferlin waited with Doberstein and 
in the meantime another car passed 
them going in the direction of La- 
combe. Ferlin said that Doberstein 
remarked to him that it was the 
same car in which he had been ‘‘tak- 
en for a ride.’’ 

In his own testimony, Doberstein 
stated that upon their arrival at La- 
combe he went to A. Nalder, former 
policeman of the town, not knowing 
that he was no longer acting in that 
capacity. Nalder recommened that 
he telephone the Alberta Provincial 
police detachment at Red Deer. 
Cross examination sought to deter- 
mine what persons he had named in 
relating the story, and it was finally 
learned that he named the three also 
who will come up for trial in the 
Fall, but of the three, only Mowbray 
in a definite way. No names, how- 
ever, were given in his written 
statement to the police. 

There was much cross-questioning 
in regard to the padlock and the key 
which Doberstein claimed were in 
his possession upon entering the car. 
Several searches were made by the 
police without these articles being 
found. 

It was brought out in his evidence 
that all along the road he had been 
conscious of a Chevrolet closed car 
which, he said, seemed to follow them 
at a distance of about 30 feet. Upon 
getting out of the coach, he said, 
three of his captors led him a dis- 
tance of about 100 yards, and it was 
then that he noticed the other car, 
which was parked some distance 
away. His recollections of the events 
that followed, he said were very indis- 
tinct, except that someone hit him 
on the head with the two-foot end of 
a fork handle. In the cross-question- 
ing witness admitted that he did not 
eonnect Ole Boode with the train of 
occurences until the nert day.

He said he left Edmonton about 1915 
and went to Macklin, Saskatchewan, 
where he worked about eight years. 
His travels from there, according to 
his own account, were very wide- 
spread. He said he was in Swift Our- 
rent in 1921, and from there went 
to Hussar and later to Calgary, in 
each of which localities he worked 
for a few months. * He also worked in 
Crossfield, Innisfail and in a British 
Columbiah lumber af at ittoreny 
times. . { 
“Defence counsel osha at if i 
were true that he was convicted of 
theft in Macklin in August 1922, and 
that he had been requested to leave 
Crossfield. Witness denied both char- 
ges. 

He said that he later went to Ed- 
monton to live and that in that city 
he was married to Swift Current girl. 
He asserted that they had lived to- 
gether only a few months, and later 
for short intermittent periods. Later 
he went to Macklin with his wife, 
where she finally left him to return 
to Swift Current. 

Witness was finally pinned down 
to admitting that soon afterward he 
had promised a girl in Innisfail that 
he would marry her ‘‘if everything 
went well.’’ 

‘Do you admit that this girl was 
only 16 years of age at-the time?’’ 
asked Mr. McClure, 

‘‘No. She was 18,’’ replied Dob- 
erstein.
